The line has been 
out of order repeatedly since the pres 
ent outbreak of hostilities.—Siiver 
State.

They 
have sent here for aid. There is a 
company organizing here now, and 
will probably start ont right away. 
There is a good deal of excitement 
here on the streets, and the town is 
guarded at night. The City Council 
sent out a lot of couriers last night 
over toward Pendleton. None havé 
returned yet.” 


Supplies for Troops. 

Four large freight teams loaded 
with over 80,000 pounds of rations 
and ammuoition for troops in the field 
against Indians by Moore and Jones, 
freight contractors, left Winnemucca 
July Sth. The freight is consigned to 


Fort Boise, though it is liable to be 
taken to other points in the hostile 
country.

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THE AGITATION IN GERMANY. 


Berlin telegrams call attention to 
he endless prosecutions for treasona- 
ble utterances and seditious crimes. 
Though hundreds have been punished 
for publicly regrettiag the failure of 


the attempts against the Emperor's 
life, there 1s still no cessation of simi- 


lar offenses. 

We of course cannot comprehend 
the social situation in Germany, nor 
the stability of Emperor Wilhelm’s 
government, yet it must be inferred 
that there is a wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion with the German people. An 
almost obsolutoe monarchy rests heav- 
ily upon a very large class of the sub- 
jects of Germany. They turn their 
eyes to the more liberal governments 
of England France, and the United 
States, and earnestly desire that their 
own government might make more 
rapid strides towards such an enlight- 
ened and liberal policy. They find 
long military service distasteful, and 
consider a large standing and expensive 
army as a national calamity. These 
are a few of the grounds of complaint 
in the eyes of a large and respectable 
class of Germans. Another element 
has been rapidly gaining strength and 
now threatens to give that government 
a deal of serious trouble. We allude 
te the Socialist party. This class is 
not only numerous and well organ- 
ized, but finds encouragement from 
every civilized government iu Europe. 
nihilism isa power in Russia, com- 
munism in France, and the Working- 
men’s party in England and this coun- 
try threaten to wield a powerful in- 
fluence. These large classes are rep- 
resentative of a power which may, if 
properly managed, prove of much 
good, They are municipal scaveo- 
gers which long prosperous govern- 
ments require, so it would seem at 
intervals in their history. But if this 
revolutionary force accumulates as a 
vast unorganized mob, it will overturn 
goveroments and quite destroy the 
progress made bya nation through 
many decades. This class have suf- 
fered wrongs, and have rights which 
should be respected. They attempt 
to redress their own wrongs aud much 
injustice to all classes result. The 
problems to be solved are intricate 
and require mutual concessions from 
all parties, but especially the well di- 
rected efforts of tht most sagacious 
statesmen, It seems an ioevitable 
law of all life that progress is only 
made through conflict. The physical 
law of evolution and of the survival 
of the fittest applies as well to society 
and governments as to animal life and 
inanimate particles. To attain desir- 
able results we must struggle, recede 
and then advance, but ever be on the 
aggressive. 
HOW TO GET RID OF 1He CHINESE. 


The N. V. Sun of July 5th, in an 
editorial on the Chinese question in 
California politics, says that the pro- 
pricty of restraining Chivese einigra- 
tion is the ouly point on which the 
party organized by Kearney can ex- 
pect positive concessions from the con- 
stitational convention that is to meet 
in September next, and concludes: 


The more we scrutinize the remedies 
thus far suggested the more insoluble 
appears the problem of practical and 
permanent repression. Considering 
the futility of legislation we are dis- 
posed to think the most effectual mode 

‘of discouraging this emigration would 
be a voluntary agreement on the part 
of the white population not to use the 
products of coolie labor. At all events. 
the legal bearings of the question are 

too intricate and important to be sum- 
murily disposed of in a statute framed 
by amateur legislators. The labor 
party which will presently be on its 
trial before the people may make a 
grave mistake if it allows the awkward 
results of hasty and fretful action on 
the Chinese question to be laid upon 
its shoulders.

Reduction of Washoe County Bills. 

The following from the Silver State 
of last evening shows that this county | 
desires to deal fairly with Humboldt, 
county: The lust billy which Washoe | 
had against Humboldt io the Rover 
case were disposed of by the Bourd of | 
County Commissioners Wednesday af- | 
ternoon, District Attorney Cain repre- 
sented Washoe, and District Attorney 
Harding Humboldt. The bills pre- 
sented by Washou amounted to $1900, 
some $700 of which were shown to 
have been illegal demands by Mr. 
Harding: Mr. Cain argued that 
the whole amount had been allowed 
by the Commissioners of Washoe, but, 
as the claims were unlawful, at the 
last moment he generously proposed 
to reduce the amount $700. This prop- 
Osition was accepted by the authorities 
here, and a warrant ordered to be 
drawn in favor of Washoe county for 
$1208. These bills did not include 
the expenses incurred at ‘the first trial 
of Rover at Reno, some ef which were 
rejected by the Commissioners of this 
county, and for the recovery of which 
Washoe instituted a suit which is now
